The King’s Speech. 


The King’s speech, in formally 
declaring the building open, was 
broadcast, and was relayed in 
several distant countries in many 
of which, according to Press re- 
ports, reception was excellent. ° 

In an impresaive passage the 
King referred. to the’ present 
situation in India: He said: “This 
critical period of India’s history, 
when the thoughts of all who love 
that country are, centred on con- 
structive effort and on laying well 
and truly the foundation of the 
India of the future, I regard it as 
a happy augury that we are able 
to open the building which marks 
the end of one period of advance- 
ment:and the beginning of a new, 
But India House’ stands for more 
than that. As J look round I see 
the emblems of: the religious pro- 
vinces and States of India. The 
building which contains them 
surely- testifies to the unity of 
India in herself. The position 
of India House, among those of 
her sister nations, is in the 
‘centre of the capital and further 
symbolises, the unity of that 
great Commonwealth of which 
‘she is a.,part. 
realisation of that twofold: unity. 
I most earnestly pray. During 
recent months .I have . watched 
with anxious heart the troublous 

 paasage of events, Trusting in 
divine guidance Ihopefully await 
‘the day that shall restore the gift 
of true understanding and. thua 
unite every: race and creed in 
one desire to bring peace and con- 
tentment to my. Indian people.”

Cairo, Yesterday. 
Mansourah, one of the chicf 
industrial and commercial towns 
in Egypt, was the scene of seri- 
ous yioting here to-day, due to a 
meeting organised by the Wafd, 
Executive (the Opposition Party). 


The. meeting was banned by the 
Government, consequently the! 
Police had to form cordons across 
the roads to keep back the crowds, 
They were strengthened by mili- 
tary forces. . : ; 

The first Police cordon was 
broken by a motor car containing 
the ex-Premier and Wafdist, 
Nahas Pasha, which had a score 
of students clinging to: the run- 
ning board. The car was stopped 
by a cordon of troops armed with 
rifles and fixed bayonets, 


Troops Stoned. 


During the fracas which ensued, 
two boys were hurt, one having to 
be removed'to hospital, where he 
later died. Meanwhile, bricks 
and stones were rained on the 
troops from the balconies of the 
houses and from. the river. front. 
An army officer was struck by ‘a 
stone and badly hurt.

CABLE CONTRACTS 
DISPUTE..

- Conference Resumed 
‘ After Month’s Lapse. 


*» Nanking, June 18. 

After an adjournment .of more 
than a month the conference for 
the revision of the cable contracts 
with the Great Mastern and the 
Great Northern Company reopen- 
ed in the Ministry of Communica- 
tions this afternoon with represen- 
tutives of the Chinese government 
and the two companies in atlend- 
unce. Mr. Chwang Chih-huan, 
director of the Telegraph Adminis- 
tration, presided and in a speech 
strongly urged an early settlement 
cf the dispute. Mr. Chwang made 
it clear that the existing contracts 
with the two companies, due to ex- 
pire next December, would not be 
venewed in their present form. 
‘They should be first declared 
abrogated before new contracts 


,000| nre to be made. 


Mr, Chwang. next presented a 
draft plan, saying that ‘if the two 
companies ,want to continue their 
business in China, they must con- 
clude new contracts with China on 
the basis of this plan: The foreign 
tielegates asked for time to cansi- 
der the plan, The third meeting 
is expected to take place to- 
morrow.—Kuo Wen.

through imposition of a.tariff wall 
that should eventually discourage 
completely such importation. 

Mr. Ocampo was the last to tes: 
tify of three who spoke before tho 
teyislative tux commission, the two 
others also having pleaded: for the 
imposition of pzotective tariff on 
imported lard and peanuts, parti- 
wularly those coming from China, 
to give impetus to Philippine -ofl 
industry. The two othera were 
¥. A. Schenkel, assistant manager 
of F, EB, Zuellig, Inc., and John R. 
Wilson, secretary of the American 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. 


Schenkel’s principal testimony cen- | 


tred on the tariff on 
milk. ° 

Mr. Ocampo told the commission 
that notwithstanding the fact that 
rice is one of t*e principal agricul- 
ture industries ‘of the Islands, very 
little attention so far has been 
piven to {ta protection or encour- 
agement; In view of the policy of 
thy government of encouraging its 
production in greater quantities as 
evinced by the construction ofthe 
irrigation systems and the recent 
increase in-acreage of rice cultiva- 
tion resulting .{n tremendous in- 
crease iof output Jn recent years, 
the witness declared it was ,time 
that importation ba -discouraged.

"The present tariff on rica is‘too 
low to prevent coming in of Saigon 
rice which is’ produced at much 
lower cost because of the differ- 
eace in cost of labour in Indo- 
China and the .Philippines, he 
pointed out. For this reason great 
quantities of ‘imported rice atill 
flood the local market to the detri- 
meht of the local rice ‘producers 
and dealers. 

He suggested that importation of 
rice be be totally abolished at times 
when the Philippine production 
should be sufficient to supply the 
country’s needs., This should be 
done upon the certification of the 


director of the bureau of commerce 


eno industry that there exista suf: 
ficient supply a rice to meet the 
foval demand without importation. 
If it should be necessary to import, 
the tariff should be high enough to 
-preyent the bringing of much more. 
than actually necessary. 

The witness also suggested that 
the tariff on imported eggs be in- 
creased to encourage poultry raja- 
iny in the Philippines. Mr. Ocam- 
po expressed the bellef that if 
the people here saw that they 
would get attractive financial 12- 
turn from the Industry, they would 
engage in poultry raising. Com- 
petition of Chinese eggs notwith- 
stunding, the present tariff rates, 
ke said, do not encourage develop- 
nent of this industiy here. 

Mr. Schenkel, representing F. E. 
Zuellig importers of Bear Brand 
milk, said that milk being an item 


of prime necessity much used in the] 


Philippines, especially by hospi- 
tnls, no increase, in the tariff rates 
of 10 ad-valorem should be made. 
He declared it already high and 
that as a matter of fact If a re- 
duction In the tariff could be made, 
possibly the price of milk here, that 
is the imported milk, could be re- 
duced. 

Mr. Wilsoh speaking in repre- 
sentation of Wm. H. Anderson, 
advocated imposition of a.produc- 
tive tariff, on imported Jard and 
reanuts making special reference 
to Chinese products, 


He said the locally produced Cs 


‘vegetable’ lard could ‘not success- 
fully compete with Chinese lard, 
animal or vegetable. . The imposi- 
tion ef a productiye tariff, he said, 
would encourage ;not only the 
coconut oil industry | here but also 
hog raising. The, witness declar- 
ed thal Chinese lard is not exactly 
of the quenty desired becnuse of 
the question of Its purity and pre- 
paration.—Philippines Herald,

Hastings, May 21, 
A thrilling dash by o speed- 
Doat to the rescue of five men 
whose boat, a fifteen-foot dinghy, 
had capsized in a choppy sea 
about two miles from the shore, 
was watched by hundreds of 


‘| people on the ‘Hastings promen- 


ade this evcning. 

Two speed-boat men, who saw 
the mishap while motoring along 
the front, hastened to the pler- 
head and quickly lowered - the 
boat. 

Before they reached the capsiz- 
ed boat another dinghy,, the 
Rabin, which was tacking nearby, 
tad sailed tothe ‘spot and reseu- 
ed the five men. 

Dinghy’s Side Plerced. 

The bowsprite of the overturn- 
ed boat, however, pierced the side 
vf the Robin, which was. only pre- 
vented from sinking by clothing 
‘being stuffed into the hole, 

When the, speed-boat arrived on 
the scene, the reacued men were- 
transferred to It'and taken to the 
Fler, where 
tended to them, 


|. The names of the five men are: |, 
W. R. Weatherseed, John Poulton, 


John Phillip, Arthur Tassel], and 
William Tonkin, all membera of 
the sailing club. 

“We were too far from: the 
shore to attempt to dwim,” said 
Mr. Poulton afterwards. "The 
only thing we could do was to 
cling to the capsized boat, but ag 
it began to settle slowly beneath 
the surface, we had to stand on 
it. 

“The Robin arrived only in the 
nick of time, for by the time she 
got there the water was Dra 
up to our chins,” 


MEN. RESCUED. 


FOUR DAYS IN SHARK- INFESTED 
WATER. 


Three Filipinos owe thelr lives 
to Captain Williams and his crew 
of the British freighter, 6.3. 
Troilus, who rescued them from 
an upturned banca off Corregidor 
after four days at sea, 

The men, Fermin. Torres, 
Vicente Escavelios and Graciano 
Taclong, left. Mariveles,' Bataan, 
at about.7 o'clock on June 16, for 
Patongan, Cavite, to buy chickens. 
The route from -Mariveles to 
Patongan lies across the entrance 
to Manila Bay and, at times, this 
water is very ‘rough. At: about 
noon, the outriggers broke and 
the banca capsized. 

All three men clung to the side 
of their upturned boat and made 
efforts to signal passing vussels. 
They drifted about for tour days 
and in spite.of their frantic 


signals for help were unable to 


attract the attention of five dif- 
ferent ships which passed them 
by. Finally on June 20, they were 
sighted by the Troilus, bound out 
of Manila. for Vladivostok. Cap- 
tain Williams picked then1 up and 


|turned ‘them over to the United 


States destroyer Smith- Thompson, 


Naval Station at Olongapo. 
Olongapo they were examined by 
Lieutenant G. .F, Cooper, of the. 
Navy. Medical Corps, who found 
that they had suffered no injury 
pup Were badly in need of food and 
rest. 

When the men left Mariveles 
they had nothing. with them but 
a bundile of clothes and enough 
food for one day. -

Live With Families, 

There are 260 deportees, all} 
political. Sixty live in barracks 
provided by the Government, newly 

constructed and ‘provided with 

modern sanitary arrangements. 
The remainder live in either houses 
or rooms in the town which they 
rent themselves. Fifty live with 
their families whom they have. 

‘brought with them from the main- 

land. Since the colony was ‘estab- 

. Hshed three yeara ago, thirty have 

married local girls. ' 

There are twelve in busineas and 
have set up stores selling clothing, 
grocery and other commodities. 
One of the cafes is owned by 8 
deportee. Another has a. tailor 
shop. One has an exporting office, 
sending wine,. fruit and pumice 
stone, the products of the island, 
to the mainland. One deportee, a 
former communiat, {s the porter of 
the principal hotel while another 
is the engineer at the power house.

EXCITING - NAVAL 
ENCOUNTER. 


French :. Sailors ; Resist 
Irish Court Order. 


‘ London, May 28. 

An exciting naval encounter be- 
tween Irish Free State patrol men 
and French sailors occurred in 


Dunmore harbour near Waterford. 


It was started by the Irish 
patrol boat Muirchu proceeding to 
strip three French trawlers of 
their fishing genr and lobster pots, 
in execution of the order ‘of the 
Court ‘confiscating them owing to 
the skippers not paying the fines 
imposed on them for illegal trawl- 
ing in Free State waters. 

The Frenchmen were overcome 

with anger, and as a seaman from 
the Muirchu was conveying the 
last lot of lobster pots to the shore 
a motor launch from a French boat 
charged him. The seaman leapt to 
safety and the.Frenchmen trium- 
phantly recovered their pots. 
’ The captain of the Muirchu then 
blocknded the exit of the bay, 
whereupon the Frenchmen unsuc- 
cessfully tried to force a pagsage. 
" The situation looked serious, 80 
the Civic Guards, summoned from 
Waterford, sped to Dunmore by 
motor car, boarded the ‘French 
trawlers and recaptured the pots 
and fishing gear, despite . violent 
resistance: 

The trouble ended with the cap- 
tain of the patrol, boat ordering 
the trawlers to depart.

’ Glasgow, June 2, 

Is there a distinctively Scottish 

“style” in literature—anything by 
which, -in the absence of all other 
indications, one could tell whether 
a piece of prose was by an English- 
man or a Scot? : 4 

it seems impossible that there 

‘ean -be. Style is partly individual, 
partly an unconscious imitation of 
what one has read and admired. 
It varies enormously from period 
to period, and within a country. 
What are the. stylistic features 
common to: Malory, Hooker, 
Browne, Sterne, Fielding, Hazlitt, 
Thackeray, Meredith, in England; 
to Lover, Le Fann, George Moore, 
“78”, Liam O'Flaherty, in Ireland, 
to Knox, James Melville, Urquhart, 
Wodrow, Hume, Carlyle, Stevenson, 
in Scotland? All are merely per- 
sonal variants of “ English.” 
. And English itself is merely one 
of a European family, deriving 
from Greece and Rome and tho 
Romance and Teutonic tongues.’ 
Heine handles German as if it 
were French. Ste-Beuve handlea 
French os if ‘it were German. 
Everything bespeaks a. common 
source of inspiration. 

And yet 1 om certain that the 
Scots note which is so perceptible 
in music, in ballad .and popular 
poctry, and in certain phases of 
painting, can be traced also in 
Scots prose. 

English and Scots. 

Knox was accused of being 
English, yet in his writings there 
is a mingling of grim factuatness, 
of cold sententiousneas, of half- 
farcial irony, of wild picturesque- 
ness, of sudden pnssion and sudden 
pathos that is not to be matched 
in any English prose writer. 
Melville's Diary there is a delight- 
ful and very Scots blending of 
homeliness, kindlingss, erudition, 
humour and shrewd character- 
study. The keen sense of cadence 
and of haunting vividnesa which 
Knox and Melville display is shown 
by the egregious Patrick Walker 
when he ceases his raucous rail- 
ings and passes to pure narrative 
or the expression of his own better 
self. ' 
The central merit of the English, 
a3 a people and as stylists, consists 
in a broad, ‘sane reasonableness, 
They are not keen thinkers; they 
are economical of logic and dialec- 
tic; but they see life steadily 
though not too steadily—and have 
a large grasp of essential realities. 
They have a sense of measure and 


lof justice. 


The cardinal defect of the Scota 
Is that they are apt to be selzed by 
some chimera, or some chain of 
Imagery or argument, and carried 
far out . into ‘howling deserts or 
rearing seas, This happened to 
nearly ali the “highflyera’ of the 
17th century; and, naturally, it 
affected their style, which {fs for the 
most part Intolerable, reaching its 
nadir in Samue) Rutherford. It 
happened occasionally to. Carlyle. 
When he takes to hyphenism ‘and 
tub-thumping, this greatest of Scots 
writers . becomes horribly like an 
educated Patrick Walker, 

Urquhart and Stevenson. — 

“Lilies that fester smell far worse 
than weeds," The Scot {s by nature 
an artist. Or, to put it more ‘ac- 
curately, artistry is the only thing 
that can save him from the worst 
of his {ntellectual vices, Having 
fewer of these, the Englishman js in 
less need of conscious artistry. He 
does not often employ i%. He relies 
upon a faithful and juat rendering 
of the truth of things. Consequently 
his work..[s* sometimes languid, 
heavy, and formless.

Whitehead had been summoned by 
the other Chinese, who had also run 
away from the revenue officer, 

Whitehead stated that when ha 
arrived and found the second, ac- 
cused !ying “exhausted, having been 
80 severely handled that. the shirt 
was torn off bis back, ho (White- 
hend) abused the revenue officer and 
the jatter’s companions and two 
policemen. He struck no one. 

Ingpector King, prosecuting, satd 
he was inclined to accept the story 
af the Chinese accused who said he 
had been assaulted by the revenue 
officer, but that did not make any 
difference to: the charge ‘againat 
Whitehead. : 

The magistrate said he entirely 
bellaved the Chinese accused's story 
of the assault. It was after saying 
this that his Worship. made the 
remarks about Whitehead quoted 
above, . . : 

His Worship fined Whitehead as 
stated, discharged the second ac- 
cused (the man who alleged he was

Societies working on behalf of 
the League exist in.Great Britain, 
in’all the Dominions, and in about 
thirty other States members. What 
are they for and what are they do- 
ing? Just at the moment they are 
mustering their forces at Geneva, 
the seat of the League, for the an- 
nual congress'of that great  or- 
ganisation the International 
Federation of League of Nationa 
Societies, - 

The most Intoresting. feature of 
this year’s congress is the econo- 
mie conference which it includes 
and to which the different societies 
have been asked to send economic 
experts ag representatives.’. - This 
mecting ig nothing more’ nor leas 
than a revolt. of the societies 
against the reluctance of govern- 
ments to act’ upon the recommenda- 
tions of the World Economic Con- 
ference, falled by the League of 
Nations in 1927, Fifty countries 
sent to that Conference 194 dele- 
gates and 157 experts, ‘whose quall- 
fications covered almost every 
sphere of human activity, The 
survey which they made of the 
economic situation proved coneclu- 
sively the need for drastic action. 
In a valuable series of resolutions, 
they showed how International ‘co- 
operation could improve world 
trade and pave the way to a return 
to .prosperity. Since that time, 
Governments have paid lip service 
to the findings. of the Conference. 
They have done. very’ little’ more, 
with the result that . hardly - any 
improvement in the ‘situation can 
‘be traced. The so-called “Tariff 


Truce Conference,” culled by the|. 


League at the request of Great 
Britain, met with very "qualified 
success earlier this year, Another 
important measure of the League, 
the convention on the abolition of 
import and export prohibitions and 
restrictions, is in danger. of col- 
lapsing altogether, owing to the 
‘hostile attitude of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. |’, ; 

Time and again the question is 
asked “What ‘is the good, of main- 
taining spocial groups or societies 
to support an organisation like the 
League, whose existence is no 
longer threatened? Surely: thelr. 
day {a past?” This year’s drastic 
action on the part of the societies 
is a proof that thoy-still Have work 
to do, Experts'on'economic pro- 
blems may, meet and agree that a 
certain action—a tariff truce, for 
instance—is for the benefit of the 
trade of the world, The League 
supports it, as being for the peace 
of the world, Agreement is only 
too often reached at Geneva, but 
Governments are slow to act upon 
‘it. One reaaon for this is undoubt- 
edly that a Government depends 
upon, the electorate—that the 
agreement approved at Geneva may 
not immediately benefit the elec- 
torate—indeed, in the case.of a 
tariff truce the iffimediate result 
might’ in-some cases mean a tem- 
porary slump—and that ' the gov- 
ernment is too fearful of its own

WOMEN’S’ ORDEAL. 


VIEWS OF .A_ BRITISH 
WRITER,

POSITION. IN; INDIA. 


' — 


London May 15. 

Uncertainty and lack of news are 
stern tests of the courage of our 
countrywomen ‘in the scattered 
stations of India. * 

Now that the hot weather has 
started women and ‘children. on the 
Plains have to spend the greater 
part of the day inside their 

bungalows, with doors and windows 
tightly shut to keep out the scorch- 
ing heat. During these long hours, 
while their menfolk are away at 
their offices or down in the lines, 
they have much tinie to dwell on the 
Gisturbing reports of the rioting 
which has broken out in many parts 
of the country, . 

» At the first sign of any unrest in 
j India, the officer commanding each 

station. issues orders ‘a3 to what’ is 
| to .be done in an emergency, Ata 
given signal—usually the firing of 
three guns—all women and children 
are immediately to leave their 
bungalows and proceed to the fort 
or the club, where. troops will be 
detailed to guard them.. 

One can be certain that by now, 
in many a bungalow, suitcases are 
Inid“by all ready‘ packed, and pro- 
bably a tiffin basket as ‘well, filled 
with biscuits and other . tinned 
supplies, 

As a common-sense measure, too, 
white women will have been warned 
against any expeditions which will 
take them in the vicinity of the 
native bazaar. Except for Calcutta, 
there have been no instances report- 
ed where British women have been 
molested, but it would be foolhardy 
anywhere, with’ native feeling run- 
ning as high as.it is at the moment, 
for any such: risks to be taken. 

‘In the main, it may be'said that 
servants of the class. employed in 
Army and Civil Services households 
are not likely to be affected. Thore 


general rule children - of natives, 
serving the sahibas are trained to 
follow, in their fathers’ footsteps. 
They are faithful, and they recogn- 
Ise the . advantages, materlal and 
otherwixe, of such: service, and so 
regard with contempt those who 
uphold sedition and the abolition of 
the sahibs’ rule, 

‘British women realise at the pr2- 
sent time how essential it {3 for 
them to keep up appearances.” They 
must carry on their normal schemo 
of life—the visits to the club, thelr 
games, ‘and .thelr social engage- 
ments; for were’ any of these to 
cease It would be noted immediately 
and.be regarded by the native 
population as a sign of losa of can- 
fidence which would react. un- 
favourably on the white woman's 
prestige.—Dally Mall. : .
